PEACE CONFERENCE IN 
DUBLIN. 


DELEGATES FROM ALL 
COUNTRIES, 
BrP se eo 


Delegates from -all. over the world -are 
arriving in: Dublin daily for the. fifth 
Biennial Congress.of the Women’s Inter- 
natioal League for Peace and Freedom. 
which opens at University College, Earls- 
fort terrace, next Thursday afternoor 
Nearly two húndred women from as far 
East as Japan, and as far West. as New 
York will take part. in the discussions ‘on 
such subjects as ‘‘ Next Steps Towards 
Peace,’ “ Militarism,”’ ‘‘ Relations of 
Minorities and Majorities,”’ and ‘“ Im- 
perialism—Economic;and Colonial.’’ - Tha 
Congress will last eight days, and an 
elaborate programme of social events has 
been arranged for the entertainment of the 
delegates. 

This will include a garden party at the 
Viceregal Lodge. next Tuesday afternoon, 
where the delegates will be the guests of 
the Governor-General and a garden party 
at Killeen Castle, to which the Countess of 
Fingall has invited the members of the 
Congress to meet the United Irishwomen. 
This will be held to-morrow. For Friday 
next the Irish Women’s Citizens’ Associa- 
tion have arranged a conversazione, at 
which short addresses on ‘‘ Women in 
Parliament °’ »will be given. 


THE DELEGATES. 


COUNTRIES TO BE 
REPRESENTED. 


Miss Jane Addams, the International Presi- 
dent of the League, will preside at all the 
meetings. She arrived in Dublin last night 
at the head of a delegation of nineteen from 
America. Great Britain will be represented 
by twenty delegates, the best known of whom 
are Mrs. HM. Swanick (Editor of “ Foreign 
Affairs ’’), Mrs. Pethick Lawrence, Frances 
Hardcastle, an M.A. of Trinity College, Dub- 
lin; Ellen Wilkinson, M.P., and Miss 
Catherine Marshall. Twenty delegate@ will 
represent Ireland, Germany will have eleven, 
Denmark seventeen, and France five. Other 
countries to be represented are Australia, 
Austria, Belgium, Bulgaria, Canada, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Greece, Hungary, Holland, Italy, 
Norway, Sweden, Poland, Switzerland, and 
the Ukraine. 

It is expected that the following will attend 
the Congress as guests of honour, and speak: 
Dr. Nansen, the famous explorer; Professor 
Soddy (Oxford), Professor Eddington (Cam- 
bridge), Miss-Maude Royden, the well-known 
London preacher; Lady Mary Murray, Mr.

MISS ADDAMS AND IRELAND.

In conversation with an /rish Times re- 
porter at her hotel in Dublin, Miss Addams

“ Tá is a long time since I was here before— 
inA885, I think, when I did a tour-of Europe. 
I am, indeed, glad to be back among your 
homely and hospitable people.” 

Miss Addams was full of enthusiasm for 
the work of the International Women’s 
League, and for the success of the fifth bien- 
nial Congress. The League, she said, was 
started at The Hague in 1915. “We met 
again in Switzreland in 1919, and again in 
Vienna in 1921, and in Washington two years 
ago. 
ae We stand for the substitution of law for 
war,” she declared; “and we believe that dis- 
putes between nations as between classes or 
individuals could be settled by arbitra- 
tion and without bloodshed. It is largely a. 
matter of working out the right machinery 
ara the right processes for the settlement 
of disputes.”’ 


NO REASON FOR WAR. 
‘‘People say to us: ‘ There will always be 
wars, because human nature must always 
have disputes,’ but we reply: “ There are 
many reasons for disputes, but no reason for 
wars, 
The object oí. the Congress, Miss Addams 
added, would be to convince the world that 
war was the worst. way of settling interna- 
tional differences, and. to plead for the sub- 
stitution of adjudication for war. 
Miss Catherine E. Marshall, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the League in Great Britain, spoke in 
glowing terms of the hospitality of the Irish 
people, and pointed out that as long ago as 
1915 the British ‘section of the League recog- 
nised the independence of Ireland; and at 
the Zurich Congress in 1919 the Free State 
had a separate delegation, although the 
Treaty had not then been signed.

SLAUGHTERED. 


A statement issued by Colonel Guinness, the 
British Minister of Agriculture, in reply to 
Mr. Thomas Kennedy, shows that eleven 
outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease have been 

» aned in Great Britain since the prohibi- 
‘oa of Cortinental meat was imposed on 
June áth. They occurred as follows :—June 
4th, 18th, and 24th, Carluke, Lanarkshire ; 
June 22nd and 25th, Coppenhall, Crewe; 
June 25th, Elmstead Heath, Colchester; June 
30th. Carluke; July 1st, Wistaston, Crewe; 
July 3rd, Crewe; July 4th and 5th, Carluke. 
The numbers of animals slaughiered were :'— 
Cattle, 254; sheep, 305; swine, 51; goats, 1. 

On June 9th, states Mr. Guinness, disease 
appeared in eight cattle isolated on a ‘farm 
at Carluke, where an outbreak haa originally 
been confirmed on 28th May. All these am- 
mals were slaughtered, and their carcases de- 
stroved as diseased or unfit for food. The 
outbreaks at Carluke were all in close 
proximity to the original case on the Sewage 
Farm, which was traced to imported , carcases 
of pizs. The original case at Crewe may 
have been due to imported packing material 
which had been allowed to come into contact 
with pigs, in contravention of the Foot-and- 
Mouth Disease (Packing Materials) Order,

PIRATES AND SMUGGLERS. 


Lord Darling—If a man were a pirate, the 
law should say—Because you are a pirate I 
will tax you, and if I catch you I will hang 
you.

INTOLERABLE POSITION AT 
WEST HAM. 
From Ovr PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WHS?’ MINSTER, Monday. 
The refusal of the West Ham Board of 
Guardians to cut down their scale of outdoor 
relief ío a standard laid down by the Ministry 
of Health had, as its outcome this afternoon, 
the introduction of a bill by Mr Neville 
Chamberlain, designed, in certain cases, to 
place the administration of Poor Law relief 
in the hands of the Ministry. 


Mr. Chamberlain, in moving the second ' 


reading, made it quite plain that the bill 
would not have been brought in at all but 
for the action of the West Ham Guardians. 
As it was the intention of the Government 
to bring in next vear a comprehensive 
measure for the reform of the Poor Law 
system, he had hoped to be able to carry on 
until then. but the West Ham Guardians 
had left him no choice. The situation had 
become intolerable, and opened the way for 
political corruption. 

It was common knowledge that Board of 
Guardians’ ejections were fought and won on 
promises and extended relief, and in some 
places there was open and unabashed corrup- 
tion. Boards seemed to be in competition 
as to which could give the greatest amount 
of relief. There had been numerous “ares 
of applications for relief on false preto es, 
and there were instances where relieving offi- 
cers thentselves went off with the funds, or 
mude use of tickets in kind for their own pur- 


poses. 
BANKRUPTCY IN SIGHT. 

The West Ham Guardians, in particular, 
had been so extravagant that they had 
brought themselves within sight of bank- 
ruptcy. Relief had been given on a scale 
which brought. the income of some families 
above the average earned income of other 
families. If this bill was not passed relief 
in West Ham would have to stop altogether, 
because there would be no funds.

WEYMOUTH (MASS.), Monday. 

An unique ceremony took place here, 
when the town of Weymouth (England) 
joined hands with its offspring and nameé- 
sake in the New World, in observing the 
150th anniversary of the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence. 

The proceedings seem to have lost none 
of their American flavour by the presence 
of a delegation from the English Wey- 
mouth, composed of Mr.. A’Court, the 
Mayor; the Town Clerk and the Town 
Councillors, who had heard the Declara- 
tion of Independence, with all its indict- 
ments against George the Third, three 
times already. 

They have joined the townsmen in 
decorating the graves of the dead revolu- 
tionaries, and they have entered into the 
colonial life of America, as it was re- 
enacted to-day and yesterday in the 
historic homes, churches and battlefields 
around Weymouth. 


“ GOD SAVE THE. KING.” 

Throughout the entire proceedings the 
greatest good-will was shown. The out- 
standing feature of Sunday’s celebration 
was the reproduction, at the old South 
Meeting House, of a colonial | prayer 
meeting. 

About two hundred members of the 
vocal chapters of the Sons of the American 
Revolution, and the _ corresponding 
women’s organisation, wearing period 
costumes, which have been handed down 
from generation to generation, took part. 

In the evening, at a mass meeting on 
the town common, Mr. A’Court, attired in 
his robes of office, received the key of the 
town, and, in reply, read an address by 
the Corporation of the English Weymouth 
“to our kinsfolk in Weymouth, Massa- 
chusetts.”’ 

The meeting closed with the singing of 
the Hallelujah Chorus from “ The 
Messiah ” and the National Anthems of 
both countries.

The money, which still remained unpaid, 
had been advanced by the bank to enable the 
firm to carry out arrangements with the 
Government of Saorstat Eireann for the con- 
veyance of troops during the civil war by 
the ss. Mermaid, and the vessel was so used 
by the firm accordingly. 

The vessel, it-was further stated, had been 
formerly used for excursions-on the Shannon, 
and also for some small cargo a on the 
Shannon, and for the past two and a haif 
years it was lying idle at the port.of Lime- 
rick. Negotiations, Mr. Caffery believed, 
were now in progress for the sale of the 
vessel to a Scottish Corporation; and the 
bank was anxious to be protected until re- 
against any dealings with the 
vessel which would prejudice the bank’s in- 
terest in it. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said frat he must 
refuse the application (which | was brought 
under the Steamship Act, 1894) Section 30), 
but would allow it to be renewed.

INJUNCTION AGAINST A TENANT. 


In the case of the Irish Land Commission 
and James Oliver and Patrick Gallagher, of 
Lisheenabrone, Co. Mayo, plaintiffs, and

Mr. Cherry (instructed by Mr. H. .M. P. 
Hare) applied on behalf of the plaintiffs for 
an interlocutory injunction to restrain the 
defendant, his servants and agents, pending 
the trial of the action, from entering and 
trespassing upon part of the lands of Lisheuhe- 
brone, the property of the plaintiffs, from 
cutting or carrying away turf from the lands 
without the plaintiffs’ authority, from 
obstructing or damaging a _ right-of-way 
situate on the northern ban of the lands, 
and from obstructing, intimidating, or inter- 
fering with the plaintiffs, their servants, agents 
or tenants in the use of the lands, and parti- 
cularly from obstructing, threatening, or intimi- 
dating the plaintiffs, Jamés Oliver and Patrick 
Gallagher, in the enjoyment of the rights 


granted to them over the lands by the plain- 


tiffs, the Irish Land Commission. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of Mr. 
Hare, solicitor, which stated that when Yn 
May, 1925, a Land Commission official w 
allocating plots of turf to small holders in 
the district, the defendant objected to plots 
being allotted to James Oliver and Patrick 
Gallagher, two of the plaintifis. A dispute 
arose, and the defendant, it was alleged, 
attempted to strike Oliver with a spade. 
Subsequently various acts of interference 
were committed on the holdings of Oliver and 
Gallagher. Their turf banks were cut, and 
the turf which they had out drying was 
broken and thrown about.

DUBLIN TAXI-CAB DRIVER 
EXONERATED. 

At an inquest in the Meath Hospital, 
Dublin, yesterday on the body of Philomina 
Hallan, aged 54 years, of 47 Upper Mount- 
pleasant avenue, who was knocked down by a 
taxi-cab ‘outside her home last Saturday 
morning, the jury returned a verdict to the 
effect that death was due to shock and 
hemorrhage, following laceration of the brain 
and fracture extending to the base of the 
skull, found that the occurrence was accl- 
dental, and exonerated the driver of the tax1- 
cab from all blame. The child had been sent 
by her mother on an errand. 

"Robert George Pitt said that when looking 
out of his front window he saw the child 
stepping off the footpath on to the road. 
There was a motor car coming along Mount- 
pleasant avenue towards the city, and the 
front left mudguard struck the child on the 
head and knocked her to the ground, In his 
opinion the taxi driver did his best to avoid 
the accident, as he swerved to the right, and 
pulled up in a length and a half. 

Leo Brady, 3 Swanville place, Rathmines, 
the driver of the taxi-cab, said that he was 
travelling at about 15 miles an hour, and did 
not notice the child until she stepped off the 
path. She was then about two lengths in 
front of the car. He sounded the horn, 
jammed on the brakes, and stopped. The 
child did not look round when she stepped off 
the path, but turned her head as the car 
struck her.
